New “Approach 


TE ‘resolution on Palestine 

which Britain is placin 
‘before the Security Counci 
today can be rend as the 
fogical follow-up of the 
recont Anglo-Soviet com- 
munique on the subject of 
tho Middle Enst — issued 
after the London talks be- 
tween Sir Anthony Edon 
and the Russian leaders. It 
indicates also the new line 
of approach for obtaining 
a Insting settlement of the 
Isrnel-Arab dispute. 

Tho basic thinking behind the 
resolution is clearly In line 
with the Ehilosaphy that the 
next stage in the approach 
to the Arab-Iarnel problem 
must be one of fostering a 
mow! towards agreement 
rather than forcing it. The 
same attitude was keynoted 
by Mr-Dag | Hammarakjold 
when reporting to the UN 
on the results of his recent 
Middle East peace mission, 
HE new concept is that 

there should be no attempt 
to Impose a settlement of 
tho diupute on Israel and 
her Arab neighbours either 
by the United Nations or 
the gunrantors of — the 
tripartite ngreement, but 
thal both sides should be 
encouraged, firstly to fulfil 
thoir armistice obligations, 
and then, when o propitious 
atmosphere has been created, 
to seek a mutually satieface 
tory agreement on all related 
problems such os frontiors, 
refugees and sharing tho 
wators of the River Jordan, 

That, it must be confessed, is 
a pretty 0} timistic. proposi- 
tion, and judging from past 
events, possessing only ao 
faint chance of achieve- 
ment. Britain, and apparent. 
ly Russia, are both en- 
couraged to believe the new 
approach is worth ‘the 
endeavour largely becouse 
they feol. convinced neither 
Israel =onor =the Arab 
countrics desire war. 
Mr Hammarskjold confirms 
thia opinion. 

The British renolution 
appears designed firatly to 
encourage the parties to 
make much more genuine 
efforts than In the past to 
obraerve the armistice 
ogreement, and tv em- 
phasise the bellef that the 
atmosphere is now favour- 
able for the Israelis and 
Araba to move towards a 
peaceful settlement on a 
mutually acceptable basis. 

‘is obvious however that 
if the disputants ure to 
make any positive moves 
towards reaching an agree- 
ment they will need the 
assistance of an inter- 
mediary, and that tho per- 
son best fitted for such an 
assignment is Mr Ham- 
marskjold, He has already 
gained the respect and 
confidence of the Arab and 
Isracli lenders, bas won 
from them unconditional 
assurances they will pre-« 
serve the censefire, and 
undoubtedly, given the 
opportunity, could bring 
‘the parties to a closer 
understanding. 

Perhaps the real signifiennce 
of the British resolution is 
that while it does not seek 
to renow the mandate which 

‘the Security Courtcil gave 
Mr Harmmarskjold for his 
recent pence mission, it 
does emphasise the desir- 
ability of his good offices 
being available to Isract

Far from having acquired con- 
trol wf their own destiny, the 
Ulghurs and other races of Sin- 
Kiang (Kazakhs, Mongols, Tad- 
jiks and so on) are more in the 
hands vf the Central Govern- 
ment than ever before, 


The Chinese Communists, 
following the Soviet cxample, 
grant “autonomy” fo a minority 
neen only when they have really 
got it under their thumb, The 
process of getting it Into this 
position is usually accomplished 
with the old of military force. 


Since 1949, Sinkiang has been 
occupled by’ afcthe Chinese 
People’s Liberation Army, who 
have been used to hound the 
country's nomads 
dwellers through — tho 
etiges of Communism. 


-. Land cefonn, with its horrible 
accompaniment of moss ‘rials 
and exccutions, has beon carried 
out, and an emi “collective” 
nystom Intrcduced.. If the Com- 
munists succeed with = thelr 
plans, by 1060 this will embraco 
85 precent of Sinkiang’s farm- 
ing population.

All ‘these measures had bec 
jaunched and were well under 
way long efore 1955, 50 that 
when Sinklang recelved its 
“gutonomy” it was already 
caught firmly m the Communist 
grip.

At the inuugural ceremony oD 
October 1, 1955, the representa- 
tive af the Chinere Central 
Gevermment —_ declored: “The 
autotwmy will unite Sinklan 
more closely to the Fatherland,” 
and tha: is exactly what it has 
done. 

As in all Communist countries, 
the real ruler {s the Party, and 
Sinklang’s Part organisatlon— 
Sinkiang Brar Bureau of the 

entral Committee—ls directly 
responsible to Pelting. Signi- 
flcantly enough, all meetings of 
the Bureau are conducted in 
Chinese, and the First Secretary, 
who comes from Eastern China, 
docs not understand even one of 
the local languages.
